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CLOUGH-  HISTORY-  IF' '  ENGLAND  -AND-  WALES. 


(From  Burk's  History  *f  tho  Commoners,  Vol.3,  p  ago  515) 

The  word.  "Clough"  according  to  Br.  Johnson  and-  other  lexicographers  is  a 
Norman  word  signifying  "a  valley  "between  two  hills".  Tho  Arms  are  printed  in 
the  ahovo  hook. 

Tho  family,  as  its  name  and  arms  signify,  is  of  Norman  origin  and  deduces 
from  tho  lords  ef  Rohan  in  tho  dukedom.  Its  first  settlement  in  England  appears 
"by  an  ancient  dead  from  the  Whalley  Cartulary  dale  1315.  InWales  the  first  set¬ 
tler  was  Richard  Clough,  commonly  called  ’’Hen'  or"the  Old'*  from  having  lived 
during  the  reigns  of  Henry  VII  and  VIII,  Edward  VI,  and  James,  Mary,  and  Eliza¬ 
beth. 

In  the  Haverhill, Mass,  library  in  a  book  entitled  "North  Wales  Pedigree" 

it  is  stated  that  Richard  married  in  the  time  of  Henry  VIII  and  settled  on  La-

wene  Green  near  Denbigh,  and  had  five  sons  and  one  daughter.  Sir  Richard  Clough 

(1) 

son  of  Riclharfii both  knights),  eminent  merchant,  erected  the  Royal  Exchange  in 
1567,  and  built  on  his  paternal  estate  the  mansion  of  Plas  Clough  which  is  3till 
in  the  possession  of  his  descendents.  He  had  one  son  by  his  first  wife,  wh*  be¬ 
came  his  heir,  and  <Sw*  daughters  by  his  second  wife.  Sir  Richard(2)  was  knight¬ 
ed  on  his  return  from  Jerusalem.  He  died  in  Antwerp  in  1570,  and  was  interred 
with  the  exception  of  his  hand  and  heart  which  he  desired  transmitted  in  a  sil¬ 
ver  urn,  to  be  deposited  on  the  coffin  of  the  last  possessor  of  his  property. 

Sir  Richard(2)  gave  a  mansion  to  each  of  his  two  daughters.  He  was  agent  for 
Queen  Elizabeth,  and  made  many  trips  to  the  Continent  on  business.

There  was  no  church  or  school,  and  they  were  miles  from  a  gristmill.  His  father- 
in-law,  William  Cossett,  was  one  of  the  men  who  had  an  interest  in  Kemp's  Patent 
which  covered  the  land  settled.  Jonathan  Clough  is  found  in  the  Census  of  1800 
in  Hebron, N.Y.  but  not  in  the  1810  Census.  We  believe  that  Jonathan  had  two  wives 
as  on  an  adjoining  farm  is  an  old  graveyard  in  which  we  found  a  stone  marked — 
Mrs .Abagail  Clough, aged  60, dated  Fobr.1813.  There  isanothor  stone  like  Abagail's 
broken  off,  and  unreadable.  He  also  had  several  children,  one  of  whom,  is  believed 
to  have  changed  his  name  from  Clough  to  Clow.

THE  WAR*  FAMILY 


This  "brief  account  of  the  Ward  Family  is  given  on  account  of  the  many 
marriages  between  the  ''Yards  and  the  Cloughs,  and  is  copied  from  the  Ward  Book 
by  Mrs.  Betsy  Clough  White:

Elizabeth  Hagerman,  wife  of  Andrew  Chamberlin  7,  the  records  show, is  of  Dutch 
ancestry.  History  tells  us  there  is  a  little  doubt  as  to  the  home  in  Europe  of 
the  Hagermans,  whether  it  was  Germany  or  Holland.  The  emigrant  ancestor  sailed 
from  Holland,  married  a  Dutch  wife  and  had  children  baptised  in  the  Dutch  Refor¬ 
med  Church,  and  the  name  was  accepted  as  Dutch.
